"The  position  of  a woman  in  society  provides  an  exact  measure  of  the 
development  of  that  society,"  wrote  Gustav  Geiger.  The  microcosm  that  is 
Pine  Manor's  "society"  has  alivays  been  highly  developed  in  its  recogni- 
tion of  the  importance  of  helping  young  women  reach  their  potential 
within  the  frameivork  of  a liberal  arts  education.  To  succeed  in  this  mis- 
sion over  the  last  79  years,  the  College  has  frequently  adapted  its  programs 
to  a changing  world.  This  year  marks  Pine  Manor's  25th  Anniversary  on 
the  Chestnut  Hill  campus.  In  this  issue  of  the  Bulletin,  we  celebrate  some 
creative  innovations  which  have  taken  place  within  those  years. 

In  these  pages,  we  take  note  of  a steadily  expanding  Internship  Pro- 
gram, which  allows  a student  to  experience  a career  and  assess  her  fields 
of  interest  before  graduation.

We  see 
alumnae  returning  to  the  College  to  share  their  career  experiences  with 
students  during  an  Alumnae  Career  Information  Fair. 

One  measure  of  Pine  Manor's  responsiveness  to  the  world  was  the 
addition  of  the  Management  Program,  which  observes  its  tenth  birthday 
this  year.  Stories  by  eleven  of  these  graduates  attest  to  the  program's 
capacity  to  empower  young  women  to  take  charge  of  their  lives  in  the 
world  of  work,  to  manage  their  aspirations  and  careers  successfully. 

Finally,  through  AM:PM  (Alumnae  Managers  for  Pine  Manor),  we 
have  a glimpse  of  "alumnae  pozver,"  graduates  who  use  their  abilities  to 
help  take  charge  of  Pine  Manor's  future.  ( Take  a look  at  the  covers  of  this 
issue.  Do  you  have  any  doubts  that  they  can  do  it?)  Members  of  this  na- 
tionwide Pine  Manor  volunteer  organization  play  a significant  role  in  the 
College's  admissions  process.  Through  telemarketing  learned  at  work- 
shops at  Pine  Manor,  attendance  at  college  fairs  and  service  as  hosts  at 
Pine  Manor  receptions  throughout  the  country,  their  communications 
with  prospective  students  add  that  valuable  personal  touch  which  says

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The  PMC  Career  Search:  An  Exercise 


Each  year  more  and  more  em- 
ployers contact  the  Internship 
and  Career  Services  offices, 
eager  to  find  capable  interns  and  to 
interview  students  who  have  already 
had  significant  experience  in  the 
world  of  work. 

The  career  search  begins  with  an 
assessment  of  interests  and  an  explo- 
ration of  jobs  which  match  them. 
Students  test  experience  through 
the  internships  often  begun  by  the 
sophomore  year.  Job  fairs,  on-campus 
recruiting  and  a new  Alumnae  Career 
Day  enhanced  the  process  in  1989. 

PMC  Internships 

PMC  sponsored  129  interns  in 
the  fall  and  spring  semesters  of  the 
1988-1989  academic  year,  compared 
with  114  the  previous  year.  In  fall  1989, 
90  interns  were  on  the  job.  Director  of 
Internships  Lanny  Kutakoff  notes  that 
more  students  are  beginning  intern- 
ships at  an  earlier  point  in  their  edu- 
cation, learning  from  mistakes  as  well 
as  successes. 

"It's  most  exciting  that  each  year 
many  placements  are  at  noteworthy, 
newly  acquired  sites,"  he  reports.  "As 
a testament  to  our  students'  high  cali- 
ber performances,"  he  continues, 
"organizations  constantly  call  to  re- 
quest more  Pine  Manor  interns  for 
future  semesters.  Site  supervisors 
express  appreciation  of  the  genuine 
commitment  of  our  faculty  sponsors 
and  the  Internship  Office  to  the  pro- 
gram. It  is  not  infrequent  to  hear  that 
ours  is  the  only  internship  program 
in  which  they  have  observed  such 
responsibility  and  dedication." 

Career  Services 

Director  of  Career  Services 
Michele  Morad  says,  "'What  am  I 
going  to  do  for  the  rest  of  my  life?'  is 
a difficult  question.  Through  career 
counseling,  we  explore  what  students 
have  enjoyed  doing  in  the  past,  and 
what  is  important  to  them  in  the  fu- 
ture. We  help  them  predict  what  they 
would  like  to  do  for  the  next  three  to 
five  years.  In  addition  to  counseling, 
we  have  information  about  job 


characteristics— the  nature  of  the 
work,  training  and  qualifications,  job 
outlook  and  typical  earnings." 

The  office  maintains  a list  of 
careers  appropriate  for  each  major 
to  stimulate  career  ideas.  It  also  pub- 
lishes "In  a Manor  of  Speaking," 
which  lists  techniques  to  capture  the 
right  job,  trends  in  the  career  field 
and  upcoming  on-campus  events. 

The  Career  Services  Office  has 
computer  programs  to  help  a student 
select  a major  or  a career.  A com- 
puterized career  planning  system 
called  SIGI  PLUS  gives  students 
background  such  as  starting  salaries, 
chances  for  advancement  and  job 
security  on  hundreds  of  careers.  An- 
other computer  program— The  Career 
Data  Bank— was  compiled  from  alum- 
nae questionnaires.  Students  can  ac- 
cess a variety  of  professions  to  find  an 
alumna  whose  experience  or  guidance 
can  be  of  help. 

"Resumes  That  Work"  is  a one- 
hour  workshop  which  teaches 
students  how  to  highlight  their  ex- 
periences. "The  resume  is  an  impor- 


tant tool  in  a job  hunt,"  says  Morad. 

"A  student  boosts  her  chance  of  land- 
ing the  interview  of  her  dreams  with 
a resume  that  is  right  on  target." 
Another  workshop  explores  inter- 
viewing skills.  There  is  also  a "Job- 
Search  Strategies"  workshop. 

On-campus  recruitment  is  a 
growing  tool  for  the  Career  Services 
Office.  On-campus  interviews  were 
conducted  by  Talbots,  Sonesta  Inter- 
national Hotels,  Hilton  at  Dedham 
Place,  Dana  Farber  Cancer  Institute, 
Massachusetts  Institute  of  Technology, 
Massachusetts  Department  of  Social 
Services  and  Harvard  University 
last  spring. 

Alumnae  Career  Information  Fair 

Last  spring  the  Alumnae  Relations 
Office  and  the  Office  of  Career  Serv- 
ices co-sponsored  an  Alumnae  Career 
Information  Fair  to  help  students  ob- 
tain career  information.

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The  Management  Program: 

Geared  to  a Changing  World

As  Pine  Manor  celebrates  its  25th  year  on  the  Chestnut  Hill  campus,  the  Management 
Program  observes  its  10th  birthday.  In  1978,  there  were  seven  management  courses  offered 
at  the  College.  Now  there  are  33  courses,  amplified  by  opportunities  to  cross-register  at 
nearby  Babson  and  Boston  Colleges,  allowing  Pine  Manor  to  expand  its  curriculum 
without  changing  its  size  and  permitting  students  to  experience  a large  institution  with- 
out losing  the  advantages  of  a small  one.  In  1981,  Pine  Manor  graduated  two  manage- 
ment ?najors;  in  1989,  there  were  40.  Currently,  approximately  a third  of  the  senior  class 
graduates  with  a B.A.  in  Management. 


According  to  Pascal,  Pine  Manor's 
program  is  distinguished  in  many 
ways.  "The  Mission  Statement  ex- 
presses our  strength  well,"  she  notes: 
" 'By  combining  a broad  liberal  arts 
education  with  meaningful  intern- 
ships, Pine  Manor  prepares  its  stu- 
dents for  productive  professional  and 
personal  roles  in  society ...  As  a college 
for  women.  Pine  Manor  brings  a spe- 
cial strength  to  the  task  of  preparing 
students  for  the  changing  role  of 
women  in  society. ' " 


//T  nterest  in  management  pro- 
I grams  began  in  the  late  70s," 
Asays  Assistant  Professor  Laurie 
Pascal,  Chair  of  the  Management 
Division.  "The  College  made  a wise 
decision  at  the  right  time  to  develop  a 
program  vital  to  the  life  choices  of 
Pine  Manor  women.  Since  then,"  she 
continues,  "providing  women  with 
preparation  for  career  success  sums 
up  the  mission  of  the  Management 
Program,  and  that  is  the  personal  goal 
of  every  management  professor  here." 
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The  program  itself  changes  fre- 
quently to  accommodate  changes  in 
the  world  of  business.  Last  year,  the 
Management  B.A.  was  reviewed  by 
external  experts,  including  the  Dean 
of  the  Graduate  Program  at  Babson 
and  the  Assistant  Dean  of  the  College 
of  Business  Administration  at  North- 
eastern, with  an  eye  toward  keeping 
course  offerings  current. 

The  liberal  arts  core  of  the  curric- 
ulum demands  that  students  refine 
their  skills  in  reading,  writing,  ana- 
lytical thinking  and  speaking.  "From 
the  beginning,  there  are  standards  for 
writing,"  says  Pascal.  "On  that  foun- 
dation, we  build,  through  various 
approaches,  both  theoretical  and 
practical,  a broad  spectrum  of 
management  skills.  We  do  a fine  job 
of  building  a step-by-step,  logical 
progression  involving  thinking,  writ- 
ing and  communication  skills.  Each 
year  we  use  increasingly  broader, 
more  complicated,  writing  assign- 
ments." Speaking  assignments  are 
also  regularly  included. 

"The  Management  Program  re- 
lates the  living,  breathing,  constantly 
changing  world  of  management  to 
the  students'  academic  experience," 
she  continues.  Primary  news  sources 
are  frequent  texts  —The  Wall  Street 
Journal,  Fortune,  Business  Week. 
Assignments  are  based  in  the  real 
world:  students  develop  their  own 
stock  portfolios  (on  paper,  of  course) 
and  analyze  their  buy  and  sell  deci- 
sions. In  marketing,  students  come 
up  with  an  idea  for  a new  product, 
research  its  potential  market,  develop 
a marketing  plan,  and  determine  the 
probability  of  the  product's  success. 
(A  number  of  these  ideas,  such  as 
pre-packaged  vegetable  sticks  and 
dental  floss  holders,  have  appeared 
on  the  market  shortly  thereafter!) 

The  Management  Program  profits 
greatly  from  its  Corporate  Advisory 
Board,  made  up  of  industry  leaders 
who  consult  with  faculty  about  trends 
in  the  marketplace.  They  provide  a 
network  of  highly  placed  businessmen 
and  women  who  also  make  them- 
selves available  to  speak  to  classes. 
Vice  chairman  of  Coopers  & Lybrand, 
Eugene  Freedman,  recently  spoke 
with  an  accounting  class  about  op- 


portunities for  women  in  the  field, 
providing  an  exceptional  occasion  for 
25  young  women  to  ask  questions  of 
an  executive  officer  of  a major  firm. 

In  addition  to  these  expectations 
and  opportunities,  the  program  en- 
courages students  to  work  efficiently 
in  groups.  "When  we  do  a case  analy- 
sis, for  instance,"  says  Pascal,  "it's  a 
group  activity.  In  the  real  world,  peo- 
ple must  work  successfully  in  groups, 
such  as  committees  and  boards,  to 
arrive  at  a workable  plan  or  agreement. 
There  is  much  good  thinking  done  in 
groups;  working  this  way  teaches 
students  to  build  on  one  another's 
ideas  and  to  deal  with  personalities 
unlike  their  own." 

The  Internship  Program  (see 
p.  4)  is  a vital  adjunct  of  the  Man- 
agement Program.  Not  only  are  in- 
ternships invaluable  in  making  career 
choices  and  in  acquiring  work  experi- 
ence, they  also  enlarge  the  classroom 


experience.  During  a senior  intern- 
ship, a management  major  does  re- 
search to  project  the  future  of  her 
industry.  She  gains  a more  complete 
view  of  the  industry,  which  she  then 
presents  to  the  class. 

The  primary  goal  of  Pine  Manor's 
Management  Program  is  to  graduate 
students  who  are  prepared  for  more 
than  one  specific  job  upon  gradua- 
tion. "We  want  our  graduates  to  have 
the  analytical  skills  to  assess  and 
adapt  to  the  changing  world,"  explains 
Pascal.  "They  will  have  fluency  in  the 
languages  of  accounting,  business, 
finance,  computers  and  marketing, 
but  essentially  they  will  be  problem- 
solvers,  who  are  excited  about  taking 
on  challenges  even  if  they  don't  know 
all  the  answers.  The  Pine  Manor 
Management  B.A.  graduate  will  fit 
into  a variety  of  places  as  she,  her 
world,  her  interests  and  her  desires 
change."  A

A Position 
"Made  For"  Me

Majoring  in  Management  was 
my  intention  when  I arrived 
at  Pine  Manor.  I never  wanted 
to  change  that  plan,  for  the  courses 
excited  me,  particularly  Business  Poli- 
cy and  Strategy. 

In  my  senior  year  I had  two  in- 
ternships which  exposed  me  to  the 
real  business  world.  The  internships 
allowed  me  to  take  what  I had  learned 
in  my  classes  to  my  job  and  to  share 
what  I learned  on  the  job  with  the 
students  in  my  classes.  I had  two  dis- 
tinct areas  of  experience— one  at  Dean 
Witter  Reynolds  as  an  assistant  to  a 
stockbroker  and  one  at  Julian  J.  Stud- 
ley  as  an  assistant  to  a commercial 
real  estate  broker. 

My  first  "real  job"  was  with  State 
Street  Bank  and  Trust  in  North  Quin- 
cy, Massachusetts.  I was  a portfolio 
analyst  of  pension  funds,  a job  I found 
very  rewarding.  It  was  fast-paced  and 
had  many  deadlines.  I was  the  "mid- 
dle man"  in  the  trading  of  stocks  and 
bonds.  I grew  very  confident  because 
my  manager  gave  me  increasing 
responsibilities,  which  in  turn  en- 
couraged my  best  efforts.  One  of  my 
greatest  successes  at  State  Street  was 
my  annual  report.  My  accounts  had 
had  heavy  trading  and  the  report  to 
clients  was  three  binders  thick. 

My  job  led  me  in  one  direction  I 
had  not  anticipated.  I met  Scott  M. 
Fitts,  who  became  my  husband  in  May. 
We  decided  to  relocate  and  ended  up 
in  my  home  town— Wilmington, 
Delaware. 

After  my  wonderful  experience  at 
State  Street,  I looked  for  work  in 
banking  again  and  found  a position 
with  First  Federal  Savings  Bank  in 
Wilmington.  Although  it  started  off 
well,  it  went  downhill.  My  responsi- 
bilities increased  greatly,  but  the  in- 
creased load  was  due  to  positions 
being  vacated  and  not  being  refilled. 
The  workload  became  excessively 
heavy  when  four  people  were  doing 
the  work  of  ten  former  employees. 
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This  experience  prompted  me  to  look 
at  other  areas  outside  banking. 

My  present  position  as  a sales 
account  executive  for  the  Radisson 
Hotel  in  Wilmington  was  made  for 
me!  As  an  outside  sales  representa- 
tive, I am  responsible  for  meeting  cer- 
tain quotas.  The  job  demands  a 
tremendous  amount  of  energy  and 
time;  there  are  many  hours  and  holi- 
days involved.  The  best  aspect  of  the 
job  is  that  I'm  not  behind  a desk  all 
day;  I'm  out  meeting  people,  going  to 
business  mixers  and  social  events.

The  hospitality  industry  is  a differ- 
ent story  altogether.  All  of  my  col- 
leagues are  women— the  general 
manager,  the  director  of  sales  and 
other  sales  executives.  Ms.  Demlow, 
the  general  manager,  was  General 
Manager  of  the  Year  among  all  Radis- 
son Hotels.  It's  great  to  have  a superb 
professional  woman  as  a mentor.  Fur- 
thermore, I find  I can  allow  my  per- 
sonality to  show  more  in  this  job  than 
I could  in  banking.

Advertising  Sales: 

A Challenging  Pace

ecause  I knew  I wanted  a career 
in  sales,  I chose  Management 
for  my  major.  My  experience  in 
the  field  began  well  before  graduation 
with  Pine  Manor's  Internship  Pro- 
gram. I worked  in  the  advertising 
department  of  a radio  station  and 
learned  how  to  sell  from  its  advertis- 
ing representatives. 

And  so,  I "fell"  quite  naturally 
into  the  advertising  field.  The  experi- 
ence I had  as  an  intern  stood  me  in 
good  stead  in  the  job  market  although 
the  biggest  surprise  I have  had  during 
job  searches  over  the  years  has  been  a 


recurring  interview  question.  A num- 
ber of  employers  ask,  "Do  you  think 
you  would  have  a problem  selling  to 
men  since  you  went  to  a women's 
high  school  and  college?"  Since  I 
grew  up  with  four  brothers,  I can 
quickly  dispel  this  illusion. 

After  selling  radio  advertising  for 
a year,  I moved  to  selling  newspaper 
advertising,  which  I have  been  doing 
for  over  three  years  now.  My  job  as  an 
account  executive  is  a challenging 
one.  I sell  advertising  space  for  a 
group  of  weekly  newspapers  called 
Acme  Newspapers,  Inc.,  in  Ardmore, 
Pennsylvania.  The  primary  newspaper 
I represent  is  the  Main  Line  Times.  My 
territory  consists  of  five  towns,  where 
I solicit  businesses  of  all  kinds. 


It's  not  always  easy.  Many  busi- 
nesses don't  see  a reason  to  advertise. 
They  need  to  be  convinced  that  the 
newspaper  can  help  their  business  to 
prosper.  Discussion  of  the  concept  of 
print  advertising  and  some  specific 
individual  approaches  can  help  to 
persuade  a merchant  to  invest  in 
advertising. 

Another  important  aspect  of  the 
job  is  collecting  payments  which  are 
overdue.  Since  most  of  my  salary  is 
based  on  commission,  I must  ensure 
that  businesses  in  my  territory  have 
paid  their  bills.  It's  not  a task  for  the 
shy  or  faint-hearted! 

My  typical  day  is  spent  in  the  car 
and  in  front  of  prospective  clients.  I 
call  on  every  business  from  the  baker 
to  the  body  shop  to  the  marketing 
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I call  on  every  business 
from  the  baker  to  the  body 
shop  to  the  marketing 
director  of  the  bank. 


director  of  the  bank.  I usually  do  not 
have  scheduled  appointments  so  it's 
important  to  know  what  times  are 
appropriate  for  reaching  each  client. 
There  are  a number  of  options  to  offer. 
I can  try  to  sell  a specific  promotion 
or  a special  section  we  are  publishing 
which  has  a bearing  on  relevant 
products.  Perhaps  a business  needs  a 
sale  ad  or  wants  to  introduce  a prod- 
uct line  which  is  new  to  the  store. 

Once  a client  agrees  to  take  an  ad, 

I help  work  up  its  layout  and  take  it  to 
our  art  department  to  be  typeset. 

This  involves  working  within  the  con- 
straints of  a daily  deadline,  which  is 
absolutely  necessary  to  the  news- 
paper's arrival  at  newsstands  and  at 
subscribers'  homes  on  time. 


My  typical  week  includes  making 
20  sales  calls  a day  and  overseeing  the 
running  of  35  to  40  advertisements.  In 
addition,  there  are  monthly  budget 
and  sales  goal  figures  to  be  met.  I 
must  also  make  an  effort  to  attend 
business  association  meetings  and 
keep  up  with  competitors.  Constant 
thought  about  new  ad  campaigns  for 
businesses  and  shopping  centers  is 
a necessity. 

A job  in  sales  is  not  for  everyone, 
but  for  those  who  can  meet  deadlines 
and  enjoy  the  creativity  of  devising 
new  campaigns,  it  can  be  extremely 
satisfying.  Having  an  internship  or  a 
summer  experience  in  the  field  can  be 
an  invaluable  help  in  making  the 
decision.

Like  most  freshmen,  I had  no 
ideas  about  a major.  I finally  selected 
American  Studies  because  it  covered 
a broad  range  of  subjects.  Then,  my 
sophomore  year,  I took  Introduction 
to  Business  to  fill  a requirement.  I 
received  an  "A"  and  never  looked 
back.  I had  fallen  in  love  with 
Management  and  my  major  was 
quickly  changed! 

During  my  senior  year,  I was 
placed  at  The  Boston  Company  by 
PMC's  Internship  Program.  My  in- 
ternship proved  very  valuable.  First, 
it  was  a nice  way  to  ease  into  reality 
for  someone  who,  given  the  option, 
would  have  stayed  in  college  for  the 
rest  of  her  life!  Second,  I learned 
Lotus  1-2-3  in  addition  to  the  two 
computer  courses  I had  taken  at  PMC. 
Computer  skills  have  been  extremely 
valuable  to  me  in  my  current  job. 
Finally,  The  Boston  Company  gave 
me  my  first  job  after  college.  I became 
a fund  accountant  in  their  institution- 
al trust  division.  During  my  inter- 
view, they  were  impressed  that  I had 
worked  for  the  company  during  col- 
lege. I'm  sure  that  influenced  their 
hiring  decision. 

My  employment  at  The  Boston 
Company  lasted  six  months.  The  job 
was  too  task-oriented:  I found  myself 
doing  the  same  thing  day  after  day. 
Every  day  a fund  accountant  must 
calculate  the  previous  day's  activity  to 
insure  that  all  money  was  invested  up 
to  the  penny.  The  afternoon  is  gener- 
ally comprised  of  putting  trades  “on 
line"  and  dealing  with  trade  prob- 
lems. The  job  involved  too  much 
“number  crunching"  and  processing 
for  me.  However,  the  experience 
taught  me  two  good  lessons.  I would 
eliminate  task-oriented  jobs  from  my

services  industry.  With  these  facts  in 
mind,  1 researched  the  industry  and 
determined  that  the  “buy"  side  of  in- 
vestments would  best  satisfy  my  in- 
terests and  aspirations.  This  time,  I 
was  right! 

I am  now  a research  assistant  at 
Fidelity  Investments  in  their  Manage- 
ment and  Research  Company.  Briefly, 
I do  research  and  preliminary  analy- 
sis on  various  bond  issues.  I present 
this  information  to  the  bond  analysts, 
who  review  it  and  give  the  bond  a rat- 
ing. All  this  data  is  then  passed  on  to 
the  portfolio  managers,  who  make  in- 
vestment decisions  based  on  their  in- 
terpretation of  the  analysis.  The  job  is 
project-oriented  and  offers  me  a 
learning  environment.  My  responsi- 
bilities are  greater  than  those  I had 
had  in  my  first  job.  It  is  also  a job  that 
I probably  wouldn't  have  been  able  to 
get  without  my  experience  at  The 
Boston  Company. 

To  date,  I consider  my  greatest  suc- 
cess was  landing  the  job  at  Fidelity.  I 
had  10  interviews  and  was  competing 
against  15  other  candidates.  PMC's 
Management  Program,  Professors 
Laurie  Pascal,  Ruthanne  Bergman 
and  Siddiq  Abdullah  all  deserve  five 
gold  stars! 

If  I were  to  give  some  advice  to 
present  students  I'd  say,  “Get  into  a 
position  that  allows  you  to  learn!

But  as  each  day  goes  by,  I learn 
more  about  the  investment  business 
and  become  more  skilled  at  helping 
clients. 

The  achievement  I am  most  proud 
of  to  date  is  my  transfer  to  the  firm's 
top  broker.

When  I entered  Pine  Manor,  I 
knew  I wanted  to  study 
Management.

I had  two  internships  while  at 
Pine  Manor.  My  first  was  at  Simon 
Boyle  and  Company,  a real  estate  de- 
velopment firm.  My  second  was  at  the 
Copley  Plaza  Hotel.  Both  were  useful 
in  helping  me  to  understand  the  fields 
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of  real  estate  development  and  hotel 
management.  However  they  were 
most  helpful  in  that  I realized,  before 
graduating  from  college,  that  ulti- 
mately I did  not  want  to  pursue  either 
of  these  occupations  as  a career. 

I was  offered  a job  two  months 
before  graduation  and  accepted  it.  It 
lasted  two  months!  In  a nutshell,  the 
job  description  was  quite  different 
from  the  job!  Two  weeks  later  I was 
called  for  an  interview  at  an  invest- 
ment management  firm  and  was  on 
the  job  two  weeks  after  that.

I have  been  at  Massachusetts 
Financial  Services  for  over  four  years 
now.  The  company  specializes  in 
mutual  funds  and  manages  $25  billion 
in  assets  for  over  one  million  inves- 
tors. My  job  as  a marketing  manager 
in  the  Mutual  Fund  Division  involves 
lots  of  responsibility.  I travel  about  40 
percent  of  the  time.  I find  the  work 
satisfying  and  rewarding  and  plan  to 
continue  working  with  MFS.  I truly 
enjoy  my  job!  The  company  is  rela- 
tively small  within  this  industry,  and 
it  has  given  me  a great  deal  of  flexibil- 
ity and  stability. 

My  job  as  a marketing  manager 
involves  acting  as  a marketing  liaison 
with  MFS  and  its  clients— major 
insurance  securities  firms— which 
number  upwards  of  400  and  repre- 
sent annual  sales  in  excess  of  $1  bil- 
lion. My  traveling  takes  me  primarily 
to  the  Southwest  and  Midwest.  The 
purpose  of  these  visits  is  to  set  up 
marketing  plans  and  develop  strate- 
gies to  increase  sales  in  today's  vola- 
tile financial  markets. 

The  greatest  obstacle  I have  faced 
is  being  a woman  in  a male-dominated 
arena.  Being  a young  woman  makes 
my  job  more  demanding,  but  at  the 
same  time,  challenging.  Most  of  my 
clients  are  well-seasoned  male  profes- 
sionals, to  whom  I have  had  to  prove 
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my  validity.  Over  the  past  few  years, 

I have  found  myself  becoming  very 
assertive  while  striving  not  to  be  too 
aggressive— it's  a delicate  balance.  My 
experience  tells  me  that  I will  obtain 
positive  results  more  quickly  by  being 
assertive  than  by  being  overly  aggres- 
sive. I am  trying  to  erase  the  stereo- 
type of  the  unpleasantly  aggressive 
businesswoman  in  her  pin-striped 
suit. 

My  advice  to  women  entering  the 
financial  world  is  to  be  patient  yet 
persistent.  Women  are  a minority  in 
this  business  and  if  an  entry  level  po- 
sition is  offered,  take  it  and  “get  your 
foot  in  the  door."  If  you  prove  yourself 
once  in  the  work  environment,  that 
should  be  the  end  of  entry  level  posi- 
tions for  you.

I majored  in  Management  because  I 
felt  that  a basic  understanding  of 
business  would  allow  me  to 
choose  among  many  different  possi- 
bilities in  the  business  world.  Pine 
Manor  gave  me  a terrific  foundation 
for  the  future.  My  Economics  and 
Marketing  professors  opened  new 
worlds  of  understanding  to  me.

It  was  also  those  extra  small  classes 
that  made  me  aware  of  the  importance 
of  my  contribution  to  a class.

However, 
with  superb  training  and  the  back- 
ground given  me  by  my  financial 
courses,  I have  found  my  niche.  I 
have  learned  so  much  about  invest- 
ments in  the  past  year  and  a half.  I 
like  the  mutual  fund  industry  be- 
cause it  is  conservative,  yet  expand- 
ing. Now,  after  a recent  promotion,  I 
am  a telephone  lead  representative. 

With  this  company  I've  found  that 
hard  work  and  time  in  an  entry-level 
position  has  enabled  me  to  advance.  I 
have  been  lucky  to  work  with  many 
people  who  believe  in  me  and  sup- 
port my  aspirations.

I remember  with  particular 
warmth  the  letter  I received  from  a 
new  client  expressing  his  delight  and 
thanks  for  the  personally  tailored 
financial  plan  I had  structured  for 
him.  I remember  the  satisfaction  of 
producing  a business  brochure  which 
articulated  clearly  exactly  what  I 
wanted  to  say.  I believe  that  the  CPA 
firm  and  my  financial  consulting  divi- 
sion complement  one  another  well, 
and  I am  very  proud  of  being  able  to 
be  here.

My  career  goals  have  remained 
strong.  I recently  received  another 
degree— my  CFP  (Certified  Financial 
Planner)  degree.  Coupled  with  work- 
ing full  time,  it  took  me  almost  two 
years  to  complete  the  six  state  board 
examinations  covering  a strong  cur- 
riculum in  many  areas  of  business.  I 
believe  that  there's  no  such  thing  as 
too  much  education:  to  stop  learning 
is  to  partially  cease  living.  I thank 
Pine  Manor  for  much  of  my  drive  for 
the  future  because  it  was  an  environ- 
ment that  taught  me  about  myself 
and  my  strengths,  and  gave  me  the 
foundation  in  business  management. 

As  I look  towards  the  future,  I 
hope  to  remain  active  on  boards  of 
directors  in  the  financial  industry.

Human  Resources: 
the  "People"  Side 
of  Business

Management  with  a focus  on 
retail  was  my  original  career 
plan.  However,  after  spend- 
ing the  summer  of  my  sophomore  year 
in  a retail  chain,  I realized  that  area 
was  not  for  me.  I stuck  with  Manage- 
ment and  added  English  as  a double 
major  in  my  junior  year.  I had  spent  a 
successful  summer  as  a personnel  as- 
sistant my  freshman  year,  and  as  both 
my  parents  enjoy  and  understand 
personnel  work,  their  enthusiasm 
influenced  my  choice. 

My  senior  internship  at  a human 
resource  consulting  firm  confirmed 
my  career  goals  and  eventually  helped 
in  my  job  search  as  well.  During  the 
internship,  I wrote  marketing  com- 
munications and  learned  about  the 
contract  recruiting  and  outplacement 
services  that  human  resource  profes- 
sionals and  companies  need  when 
they  are  "downsizing"  or  doing 
heavy  volume  recruiting.  It  was  a 
wonderful  chance  to  explore  the  hir- 
ing process. 

My  first  job  started  two  weeks 
after  my  graduation  from  Pine  Manor. 
I was  an  administrative  assistant  with 
a human  resource  consulting  firm 
working  on  a temporary  basis  through 
an  agency.  I spent  five  months  work- 
ing in  a company  that  had  been  sold 
and  was  going  through  a reduction  in 
staff.  I worked  in  an  outplacement 
center,  supporting  consultants  who 
were  finding  new  positions  for  em- 
ployees whose  jobs  had  been  elimi- 
nated. I edited  resumes,  wrote  cover 
letters  and  contacted  local  companies 
to  help  employees  in  their  job  search. 

Working  in  the  consulting  group 
gave  me  great  company  contacts  and 
allowed  me  to  use  my  writing  skills 
while  working  in  the  human  resources 
field.  However,  I realized  I needed  to 
find  a job  in  a personnel  department 
doing  day-to-day  functions  to  get  any 
working  knowledge  of  the  area  of 
personnel. 

I returned  to  the  corporate  offices 
of  the  consulting  firm  in  November 
1987  to  fill  a temporary  vacancy  and 
began  to  concentrate  on  finding  a 
permanent  job.  I knew  I wanted  per- 
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sonnel— preferably  recruiting— where 
I believed  my  strengths  were.  I'd 
certainly  been  on  the  opposite  side  of 
the  desk  enough  times!  I also  wanted 
a larger  company— 300  employees 
or  more. 

What  I didn't  realize  was  how  hard 
it  would  be  to  find  the  "perfect  job." 
Most  entry-level  positions  seemed  to 
go  internally  or  to  someone  with  a 
personal  connection  to  the  firm.  I 
pored  through  the  Boston  Globe,  an- 
swering ads  and  going  on  interviews. 
My  assignment  with  the  consulting 
group  was  ending  and  so  was  my 
patience!  I had  come  in  second  on  a 
job  I wanted  badly  and  was  feeling 
frustrated  with  myself.  I was  begin- 
ning to  resent  every  recruiter  I met.  I 
wanted  to  scream,  "Just  hire  me!"  at 
every  interview.

A week  before  my  consulting  firm 
position  was  to  end,  I was  cajoled 
into  interviewing  at  a company  almost 
in  my  back  yard.  It  was  a "secretarial" 
position,  and  I dreaded  the  title  as 
much  as  I dreaded  the  interview.  But, 
it  sounded  as  if  it  had  possibilities.  I 
had  the  job  offer  within  the  week  and 
started  the  following  Monday.  I've 
been  with  W.R.  Grace  & Co.  for  two 
years  and  do  everything  my  job  title 
doesn't  imply:  recruitment /interview- 
ing, training  and  development  and 
employee  relations.  I have  two  bosses 
who  will  "teach"  me  rather  than  "tell" 
me  and  who  are  very  liberal  in  sharing 
responsibilities. 

My  job  has  grown  as  I have.  I'm 
less  likely  to  judge  someone  at  first 
sight,  and,  more  than  anything, 
working  in  personnel  has  taught  me 
patience  with  myself  and  with  others.

a Sporting  Chance

I've  always  been  interested  in 
starting  my  own  sports-related 
company.  After  completing  the 
Management  Program's  Business 
Policy  and  Strategy  course,  I became 
determined  to  work  in  the  specific 
area  of  athletic  footwear.  My  decision 
was  influenced  by  a case  study  the 
class  required:  I chose  to  present 
mine  on  Reebok.  A former  PMC 
professor  saw  my  project,  which  was 
"high  profile"  since  it  was  cut  in  the 
shape  of  an  athletic  shoe.  He  helped 
me  to  get  a summer  job  with  Reebok. 

Until  then,  I had  always  felt  like 
an  outsider  wanting  to  get  into  sport- 
ing goods.  The  project  and  the  sum- 
mer job  reinforced  my  childhood 
dreams  of  being  in  the  industry.  Since 
then,  I have  held  onto  this  goal. 

In  my  first  job  I was  a telemarketer 
for  Hyde  Athletic,  maker  of  Sausony 
and  Spot-Bilt  athletic  shoes.  It  was  a 
great  experience,  but  I didn't  want  to 
remain  in  customer  service  for  a long 
period  of  time.  I chose  to  leave  to  get 
more  sales  experience.  I hoped  to 
learn  more  skills  and  to  reenter  the 
industry  at  a higher  level.  I took  a job 
as  an  advertising  sales  representative 
with  a direct  mail  company.  I am  glad 
I had  the  sales  experience,  but  I was 
unhappy  with  the  way  the  company 
operated  and  because  my  job  wasn't 
in  the  sporting  goods  industry. 

I began  to  call  sporting  goods 
companies.  Unfortunately,  no  open- 
ings were  available.  Luckily,  one  day 
a friend  and  I took  a drive  to  Rockport, 
Massachusetts.  On  the  way  home,  I 
noticed  a store  called  The  Cyrk  Factory 
Outlet.  I thought,  "Wow!  That  must 
be  where  Cyrk  is  located."  Since  I was 
familiar  with  sporting  goods,  I knew 
the  company  made  T-shirts,  bags 
and  promotional  accessories  for  the 
industry.  I called  them  and  went 
through  a long  interviewing  process. 
Finally,  I was  hired! 


I started  out  as  a customer  service 
representative  for  New  England,  New 
York  and  northern  California.  After 
five  months,  I became  product  mer- 
chandiser and  advertising  coordinator. 
One  of  my  responsibilities  is  coor- 
dinating our  trade  shows— preparing 
the  booths  and  making  sure  they  ar- 
rive at  the  proper  destination  on  time. 
I also  oversee  the  sampling  program 
for  retail,  making  sure  that  the  sam- 
ple shirt  orders  will  be  printed  in  time 
to  be  sent  to  our  36  representatives.  In 
addition,  I help  create  the  new  line  by 
deciding  what  garments  and  colors 
should  be  selected.  I am  a liaison  be- 
tween the  retail  department  and  the 
art  department.  I have  also  been  able 
to  design  a couple  of  T-shirts,  which 
the  art  department  reworked  to  be- 
come part  of  the  1990  line!  I could 
never  do  all  this  alone;  there's  a lot 
of  teamwork  involved. 

There  have  been  some  dark  mo- 
ments, such  as  the  time  a trade  show 
exhibition  booth  failed  to  appear  on 
time  in  New  Jersey.  I had  one  hour  to 
put  together  a 10  by  20  foot  booth, 
but  I couldn't  be  happier  with  this 
company  which  I stumbled  on  so  for- 
tuitously. 

If  I were  speaking  to  a Pine  Manor 
Management  class,  I would  say:  I've 
learned  that  it  is  worth  the  time  it

takes  to  find  a place  you  really  want 
to  work.  It  can  be  an  unhappy  experi- 
ence spending  40  hours  a week  in  an 
unstimulating  environment.  Decide 
what  companies  you  want  to  work  for 
and  go  after  them.  Do  not  wait  for  an 
ad  in  the  newspaper.  I think  the  best 
approach  to  landing  a job  is  to  be 
straightforward  and  confident:  tell 
them  why  you  would  be  good  for 
them,  why  they  need  you.  Also  keep 
in  mind  that  how  a company  treats 
you  during  the  interviewing  process 
is  a good  way  to  measure  how  you'll 
be  treated  after  you're  hired. 

The  sporting  goods  industry  is 
extremely  male-oriented.  Women  start 
at  a lower  level  than  most  men,  and 
not  many  are  in  high  positions.  I 
found  it  painfully  difficult  to  gain 
entry.  Sometimes  I was  strung  along 
for  months  by  a company,  only  to  be 
disappointed.  However,  my  determi- 
nation to  own  a sporting  goods  busi- 
ness remains  the  same.  In  the 
meantime,  I'm  learning  as  much  as 
possible  about  the  industry  and 
meeting  as  many  people  within  it  as  I 
can.  I intend  to  be  persistent  and 
make  the  breaks  happen.  It  took 
three  jobs  and  two  years  to  find  a po- 
sition I liked.  It  was  worth  the  wait.  A

I began  as  an  Art  major  at  Pine 
Manor,  but  switched  to  Manage- 
ment.

I worked  at 
WROR  Radio's  Sales  Department, 
learning  how  to  sell  a product,  and 
with  their  Traffic  Department,  dis- 
covering how  the  business  actually 
worked.  The  less  successful  experi- 
ence was  with  an  interior  design  firm, 
where  I learned  that  I did  not  want  to 
become  a "gofer"! 

My  first  job  was  as  an  assistant 
manager  in  a restaurant  during  col- 
lege. Following  graduation,  I became 
manager  of  a new  restaurant  owned 
by  the  same  family.  However,  once  all 
its  systems  were  in  place,  I realized  I 
needed  more  challenge  in  my  life  and 
began  to  look  for  a career  elsewhere.

"Well,  I know  I want  a four-year 
college  which  isn't  too  big.  I'd  like  to 
be  in  New  England— maybe  near  a city 
where  there  are  exciting  things  to  do," 
answers  the  student. 

"I  can  tell  you've  done  some 
thinking,"  responds  the  caller.  "I'd 
really  like  to  talk  to  you  about  Pine 
Manor  College."  She  mentions  some 
highlights  and  asks  about  interests, 
both  academic  and  extracurricular. 
"Why  don't  we  send  you  more  infor- 
mation on  the  Communications  Pro- 
gram and  on  the  basketball  team?" 
she  asks. 

Has  an  enterprising  high  school 
senior  called  the  PMC  Admissions 
Office?  No,  this  prospective  student 
has  been  personally  contacted  by  a 
member  of  AM:PM— Alumnae  Mana- 
gers for  Pine  Manor— the  College's 
nation-wide  alumnae  admissions 
organization.  This  select  group  of 
alumnae  have  been  highly  recom- 
mended by  faculty,  administrative 
staff,  friends  and  others  associated 
with  PMC  because  of  their  commit- 
ment to  activities  which  help  the 
College  thrive. 


Approximately  one  million  grad- 
uates leave  high  school  annually  to 
enter  2,600  American  colleges.

AM:PM  was  formed  under  the 
direction  of  Mary  Delaney,  was  more 
recently  under  the  guidance  of  alumna 
Sue  Gifford  '85  and  is  currently 
headed  by  Karen  Levins  '79,  who  ar- 


rived in  September.  Says  Levins, 

"This  group  has  so  much  enthusiasm! 
It  is  a nice  feeling  to  know  so  many 
people  are  so  proud  of  the  College 
and  want  to  share  their  feelings  with 
prospective  students.  My  aspirations 
for  the  program  include  bringing  the 
group  together  through  frequent 
communications,  providing  ongoing 
training  and  updating  them  often  on 
what's  going  on  at  PMC.  I want  them 
to  understand  how  important  they 
are  and  to  provide  plenty  of  opportu- 
nities for  them  to  get  involved  in  vari- 
ous areas  of  the  College." 

AM:PM  members  participate  in  an 
interesting  year-long  project  which 
trains  alumnae  to  recruit  prospective 
students  through  telemarketing,  pro- 
vides them  with  an  overview  of  the 
college  admissions  process  and  ac- 
quaints them  with  PMC  today.  For 
alumnae  able  to  travel  to  the  College 
on  a fall  weekend,  AM:PM  also  means 
a chance  to  get  together  with  faculty, 
admissions  representatives,  current 
students  and  one  another  for  a day- 
long workshop  which  makes  them 
superb  ambassadors  for  present-day 
PMC.  Last  year,  AM:PM  telemarket- 
ing generated  91  applications  which 
resulted  in  27  contracts  for  the  class  of 
1993. 

The  Telemarketing  Program 

Members  of  AM: PM  agree  to 
make  between  15  and  30  calls  to  high 
school  students,  whose  names  are 
furnished  by  the  Admissions  Office, 
three  times  a year.  Each  caller  receives 
background  material,  a "script"  to 
guide  her  and  an  evaluation  form 
regarding  the  interest  of  the  student. 
She  forms  an  invaluable  personal  link 
between  the  College  and  the  prospec- 
tive student.  Often  an  AM: PM  caller 
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initiates  important  personal  touches 
such  as  a note  from  a faculty  member 
in  a discipline  of  interest  or  a tele- 
phone call  from  a current  student  in 
the  area. 

Sheila  Wyckoff-Dickey  '76  from 
Seattle,  Washington,  contacts  students 
in  California  and  Washington.  "They 
enjoy  talking  with  someone  who's 
been  there,"  she  says.  "Having  come 
from  Seattle,  I can  talk  about  the 
desirability  of  going  to  college  in  the 
East.  I speak  enthusiastically  about 
the  advantages  of  going  to  a small 
school  since  I appreciated  that  quality, 
especially  after  receiving  my  M.A. 
from  Northeastern.  Perhaps  what  the 
students  enjoy  most,"  she  adds,  "is 
that  I can  talk  about  campus  life  at  an 
all  girls'  college.  They  can  ask  me 
questions  about  social  life  that  they 
might  not  ask  admissions  representa- 
tives. And,  I can  give  them  positive 
answers!"  Sheila  enjoys  AM:PM  be- 
cause it  keeps  her  closer  to  the  Col- 
lege, which  she  likes  to  support. 

Susan  Kenney  '86,  who  lives  in 
the  Boston  area,  enjoys  making  her 
calls  to  the  New  England  area  from 
the  PMC  campus.  "I  can  see  friends 
and  get  back  to  the  College,"  she  says. 
She  finds  herself  talking  most  often 
about  the  small  size  of  the  College 
and  the  individual  attention  students 
receive  from  teachers.  "I  talk  about 
the  amount  of  helpful  guidance  from 
both  teachers  and  peer  advisors. 
That's  something  I experienced  per- 
sonally and  later  helped  out  with  as 
an  upperclassman,"  she  adds.  "And  I 
do  answer  questions  about  meeting 
boys  and  how  easy  it  is  to  get  to 
Boston." 

The  first  call  of  the  telemarketing 
schedule  is  made  in  late  fall  to  ensure 
that  a student  receives  additional  in- 
formation appropriate  to  her  specific 
interests,  whether  it  be  material  on 
study  abroad,  teacher  certification, 
financial  aid  or  student  life.  All  stu- 
dents receive  a personal  note  from 
the  caller  at  Christmas  time.  Perhaps 
this  is  one  reason  why  nine  previous- 
ly accepted  applicants  to  PMC,  who 
had  chosen  other  colleges,  have  re- 
cently reapplied  to  Pine  Manor! 

"Round  Two,"  which  continues  to 
build  the  relationship  between  alumna 
and  student,  occurs  in  late  January 
and  encourages  students  to  visit  the 
campus.  Final  calls  are  placed  in  May 
to  welcome  enrolling  freshmen,  to 
encourage  late  applicants  and  to  pro- 
vide information  about  other  college 
choices.

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"BITTEN  BY  THE  BUG" 


A Liberal  Arts  Education 
Combined  with  Major  Work  Experiences

I was  "bitten  by  the  bug"  the  sum- 
mer before  my  junior  year  in  high 
school.  By  "the  bug  ,"  I mean  a 
consuming  desire  to  make  news.  In 
short,  to  be  on  the  front  line  of  daily 
events.  I thrive  on  being  around  peo- 
ple dealing  with  events  of  the  day, 
putting  news  programs  together, 
spreading  information. 

My  odyssey  in  media  and  broad- 
casting began  with  two  propitious 
events:  first,  I visited  my  sister,  who 
was  a page  at  NBC  in  New  York,  and 
she  gave  me  a tour  through  the  facility. 
I found  myself  in  the  heart  of  TV  net- 
work news.  It  was  so  exciting  to  see 
what  was  coming  over  the  wire,  what 
was  breaking.  People  were  typing 
furiously,  editing  stories.  I knew  they 
were  the  stories  I watched  at  home  on 
the  nightly  news.  I wanted  to  be  a 
part  of  it. 

That  fall,  I spoke  in  class  of  my 
enthusiasm  for  broadcast  journalism. 
The  teacher  announced  that  a friend 
of  his  at  a local  cable  TV  station  in 
Grosse  Pointe  was  looking  for  a stu- 
dent to  host  and  produce  a show. 
Something  clicked!  I knew  this  was 
the  perfect  opportunity  to  start  my 
career  on  its  way. 

I went  to  Grosse  Pointe  Cable  TV 
and  had  an  interview  with  the  Pro- 
gram Manager,  Wally  Scotten.  I could 
feel  this  was  the  beginning.  We  dis- 
cussed my  goals  and  his  ideas.  Two 
weeks  later  I did  the  first  of  a series  of 
weekly  shows  on  area  high  school 
sports  which  I was  to  do  for  the  next 
two  years. 

Wally  set  me  free  with  that  half 
hour  of  TV  time.  I came  up  with  a 
name— 'Sportsrap'— and  a theme 
song— "Jump"  by  the  Pointer  Sisters—

to  open  and  close  the  show.  I featured 
eight  local  high  schools  on  a rotating 
basis,  reported  local  scores  and  did 
two  15-minute  interview  segments 
with  area  high  school  teams  and 
coaches  on  each  show. 

My  most  memorable  experience 
on  "Sportsrap"  was  during  its  second 
year  when  I interviewed  Mark  Howe, 
a defenseman  for  the  Philadelphia 
Flyers.  It  was  tremendously  exciting 
to  go  with  my  crew  to  the  Flyers' 
practice  at  Joe  Louis  Arena  in  Detroit. 
There  were  people  from  the  local  sta- 
tions watching  me,  a little  17-year-old 
high  school  girl,  interview  a pro.  I 
prepared  by  talking  with  friends, 
with  hockey  players  at  my  school, 
and  with  adults  who  had  known 
Gordy  Howe  and  had  followed  Mark's 
career.  I was  nervous— a good  kind  of 
nervous,  though! 


"Sportsrap"  was  very  special  to 
me.  It  changed  me.  The  experience 
introduced  me  to  working  under 
pressure,  deadlines,  discipline  and 
the  art  of  interviewing.  When  I had  to 
handle  writing,  hosting,  producing 
and  interviewing  plus  my  regular 
school  schedule  and  social  life,  I be- 
came more  organized.  I prepared  the 
show  on  Monday  night  and  taped  on 
Tuesday  morning  at  6:30.  Every  Tues- 
day after  the  show,  I had  a great  feel- 
ing of  accomplishment  and  relief,  but 
the  next  day  came  pre-interviews  and 
by  Monday  I had  butterflies  again. 

I owe  every  experience  I've  had  to 
Wally  Scotten  and  my  friends  at 
"Sportsrap."  They  gave  me  an  oppor- 
tunity I will  always  value  and  memo- 
ries I will  cherish  forever.  Without 
"Sportsrap,"  I would  never  have  ac- 
complished so  much  so  soon. 

Then  I was  assigned  a three-week 
internship  before  graduation  from 
high  school.  Of  course,  I wanted  to 
continue  my  cable  show,  but  I craved 
something  more  advanced.  Conse- 
quently, I found  a job  at  the  NBC 
affiliate,  WDIV-TV.  There,  I showed 
Amy  McCombs,  who  was  to  become 
an  early  mentor,  tapes  of  my  shows 
and  told  her  of  my  ambition  to  be- 
come a sports  commentator.  She  saw 
I was  determined  to  break  into  a 
man's  world:  sportscasting.  She 
pushed  me  to  work  hard  and  to  be 
ambitious.  I learned  about  time 
constraints— the  value  of  minutes  and 
even  seconds  of  TV  time.  I loved  the 
environment:  the  urgency  of  news  is 
a good  kind  of  pressure. 

I made  close  friends  in  the  WDIV 
newsroom.  At  the  summer's  end,  I 
didn't  want  to  stop  being  part  of  the 
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news  industry.  I told  the  WDIV  sports 
department  that  I was  “bitten  by  the 
bug,"  and  they  gave  me  a name  to  call 
at  WBZ-TV  in  Boston. 

Before  entering  Pine  Manor,  I 
spoke  with  my  mentors  about  college 
career  and  my  goals  in  broadcasting. 
Their  concensus  was  that  I should 
have  a good  liberal  arts-based  educa- 
tion. I should  study  my  interests,  let 
my  mind  grow,  and  not  focus  on  just 
one  thing.  That  was  definitely  good 
advice.  In  the  field,  I focused  on 
communications;  in  the  classroom,  I 
delved  into  French  and  Political 
Science. 

I worked  at  WBZ-TV  as  a freshman 
on  Thursday  and  Friday  nights  and 
Saturdays.  Pine  Manor's  cooperation 
in  helping  me  attain  my  goals  was 
crucial.  My  advisor  understood  what 
TV  work  meant  to  me  and  that  I was 
determined  to  succeed  at  school  and 
on  the  job.  The  combination  was  right 
for  me.  Being  in  another  top-ranked 
TV  media  market  and  another  great 
sports  department  was  wonderful. 
Boston,  a big  sports  town,  featured 
the  Red  Sox  in  the  World  Series  that 
year.  Coverage  of  that  season  was  an 
amazing  experience.  While  interns 
can't  join  the  union,  or  touch  editing 
or  video  equipment,  they  can  find  in- 
direct ways  to  have  an  effect.  My  ad- 
vice is  to  be  a gatekeeper:  monitor  the 
TV  and  the  wires,  read  the  news- 
papers. If  you  can  come  up  with  a 
story,  you've  made  your  mark. 

In  my  sophomore  year,  I took 
part  in  the  Pine  Manor  in  Paris  Pro- 
gram. Two  consecutive  summers  of 
living  with  French  families  had  trig- 
gered a great  love  of  the  French  lan- 
guage in  me.  I wanted  to  master  it. 
Beauty  and  meaning  flow  from  the 
language.  The  country  intrigues  me. 
There  is  something  to  treasure  in  it. 

France  was  an  intense  experience. 

In  Paris,  I lived  with  a family  so  in- 
tellectually stimulating  that  it  was

overwhelming.  A moment  never 
passed  without  an  exciting  discussion 
about  literature  or  culture  or  society 
or  movies  or  music. 

Pine  Manor's  Paris  Director  had  a 
wealth  of  contacts.  She  enabled  me  to 
take  challenging  and  interesting 
courses  at  l'lnstitut  d'Etudes  Politiques 
and  l'lnstitute  Catholique.  I studied 
under  Helene  Carrere  D'Encausse, 
specialist  on  Soviet  history  in  France. 
It  seemed  I was  in  the  classroom  24 
hours  a day,  studying  things  in 
depth,  observing,  becoming  a deeper 
person.  I didn't  give  up  sports,  but  I 
became  more  interested  in  the  world 
situation.  Being  across  the  Atlantic 
made  me  feel  closer  to  world  events. 

In  January,  I started  work  for 
NBC's  Paris  news  bureau  as  an  in- 
tern. The  Paris  bureau  is  a small  out- 
let which  serves  different  NBC  news 
programs.  News  packages  were 
called  on  perhaps  twice  a week,  de- 
pending on  what  was  happening  in 
other  parts  of  the  world.  It  was  an 
election  year;  that  was  key— to  see 
something  that  happens  only  once 
every  seven  years. 

In  the  spring,  NBC's  Today  Show 
covered  the  Orient  Express  tour 
through  Europe,  starting  at  the  Gare 
du  Nord.  Because  the  show  was  start- 
ing in  Paris,  Today  planned  a two- 
hour  feature  on  the  city.  Research  and 
planning  for  the  arrival  of  crews  and  a 


huge  staff  became  necessary  for  this 
live  production.  My  fluency  in  French 
earned  me  the  position  of  Transporta- 
tion Director.  I directed  a staff  of  15 
chauffeurs  and  facilitated  the  needs 
of  the  English-speaking  NBC  staff. 
This  meant  getting  people  like  Jane 
Pauley  and  Bryant  Gumble  where 
they  wanted  to  go. 

I was  also  a runner  on  the  set, 
helping  guests  get  to  the  right  place  at 
the  right  time.  That  was  hard  work, 
and  it  was  a thrill  to  see  a location 
production  in  the  works.  In  the  clos- 
ing shot,  I waved  from  the  Orient  Ex- 
press. My  name  also  made  the 
credits— the  first  real  “credit"  I'd 
received  since  my  cable  show.  When  I 
saw  my  name,  I felt  I had  done  some- 
thing pretty  spectacular:  helping  with 
the  research  and  organization  of  a 
major  live  production. 

After  Paris,  I needed  a rest,  but  I 
was  itching  to  get  another  experience 
in  TV  under  my  belt.  The  Today 
Show  producers  had  told  me  to  keep 
in  touch;  I made  many  phone  calls 
and  spent  the  next  months  on  pins 
and  needles,  waiting  to  hear  if  I could 
be  a paid  runner  at  the  Democratic  or 
Republican  Convention.  I was  for- 
tunate enough  to  go  the  Republican 
Convention  in  New  Orleans.  It  was 
grueling  work.  We  spent  a week  and 
a half  preparing  for  the  show.  Once  it 
was  underway,  we  worked  from  3:30 
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a.m.  to  1 p.m.,  slept  until  about  5 
p.m.,  and  went  back  to  work  until  9 
or  10  p.m.  During  the  show  I was  as- 
signed to  the  green  room.  This  en- 
tailed making  guests  comfortable  and 
guiding  them  to  make-up  and  then  to 
the  set. 

One  free  afternoon,  a friend  and  I 
thought  it  would  be  fun  to  see  Bush 
arrive  by  helicopter  at  the  Esplanade. 
It  was  a welcome  party  with  a short 
speech,  and  everybody  was  floating 
about  without  much  focus.  But  Bush 
decided  to  give  some  big  information. 
He  said  he  was  inspired  by  the  big 
river,  and  he  had  some  big  news:  he 
was  nominating  Dan  Quayle  to  be 
vice  president.  It  was  amazing  to  see 
the  media  go  to  work.  There  were

people  scribbling,  diving  for  phones, 
yelling;  cameras  were  blinking,  plans 
were  being  made,  interviews  were  in 
the  works.  Digging  was  to  be  done  on 
Quayle's  career.  I saw  all  that  starting. 
I sat  there  and  thought  about  how 
Quayle  was  on  his  way  to  being 
scrutinized  by  the  media,  wondering 
who  he  was  and  why  Bush  had  cho- 
sen him. 

In  the  spring  semester  of  my  junior 
year,  I further  immersed  myself  in 
politics  by  enrolling  in  American 
University's  Washington  semester 
program  for  intensive  government 
study  with  the  help  of  Dr.  Rosario 
Tosiello,  B.A.  Coordinator  of  Ameri- 
can Studies. 

As  a city,  Washington  holds  a cer- 
tain charm.  Architecturally,  its  neigh- 
borhoods are  unparalleled.  Embassies 
dot  the  many  streets  and  the  multi- 
tude of  foreign  flags  lends  a flavor 
found  in  no  other  American  city. 
Capitol  Hill,  the  administration  and 
special  interests  bring  together  tons  of 
young,  educated  people,  all  working 
in  government.  Educationally,  cultur- 
ally and  architecturally,  Washington 
was  extremely  fulfilling. 

I had  landed  a Washington  summer 
internship  for  1989  the  previous 
summer  while  working  for  the  Today 
Show.  I had  met  Bob  Squier  on  the 
show's  set  at  the  Republican  National 
Convention.  Arguably  the  top  media 
consultant  in  America,  he  serves  as 
the  show's  political  analyst.  His  firm 
of  experts  in  Washington  master- 
minds the  media  campaigns  of  politi- 
cal candidates,  primarily  Democratic 
senators. 

During  my  internship  at  Squier- 
Eskew,  I researched  voting  records, 
attendance,  honoraria  collections, 
campaign  contributions,  and  looked 
at  how  candidates'  priorities  matched 
with  their  legislative  action.  My  work 
was  later  used  as  the  basis  for  TV 
scripts  for  political  ads.  The  goal  was 
to  present  the  voters  with  an  informed 
showcase  of  the  candidates'  agenda 
and  that  of  their  opponents.  A candi- 
date needs  media  consultants  to  pro- 
duce an  effective  campaign.  TV  ads 
serve  to  inform  and  reinforce  the 
voters'  choices  on  Election  Day. 

The  rising  importance  of  media 
campaigns  raises  many  questions. 
One  of  the  problems  involved  is  their 
relationship  to  the  pace  with  which 


all  incumbent  office-holders  seek  re- 
election.  Even  incumbent  senators 
start  early  on  campaigns  and  finance. 
That's  what  makes  the  Hill  work: 
election  years,  election  cycles.  My 
experience  at  Squier-Eskew  enabled 
me  to  examine  these  issues  first  hand. 
What  drew  me  to  Washington  is  what 
drew  me  to  the  TV  newsrooms.  The 
atmosphere  of  the  immediacy  of  news. 
When  in  Washington  it  is  easy  to  for- 
get that  the  world  does  not  always 
revolve  around  what  is  going  on 
inside  "the  beltway." 

Now,  in  my  senior  year  at  Pine 
Manor,  I'm  taking  a slightly  different 
tack.  I'm  living  in  Le  Manoir  Made- 
leine, majoring  in  French,  and  writ- 
ing a French  thesis.  All  the  political 
exposure  in  Washington  and  Paris 
will  still  serve  me  well.  My  ultimate 
goal  includes  using  my  French,  my 
knowledge  of  politics  and  my  love  of 
broadcasting.  There's  so  much  I want 
to  bring  to  an  interesting,  exciting 
career.  But  right  now,  I'm  enjoying 
some  normal  time  at  college,  focusing 
on  French.  Enhancing  my  fluency  is  a 
vacation  of  sorts!  I'm  also  taking  time 
to  settle  down,  join  the  tennis  team, 
and  become  involved  in  the  commu- 
nity which  my  goals  have  sometimes 
led  me  away  from. 

If  I had  a chance  to  advise  entering 
freshmen.  I'd  say,  "Aim  high,  set 
goals.  Times  change  and  directions 
change;  follow  all  the  pathways  you 
can,  but  have  ultimate  goals.  Observe, 
get  close  to  things,  cultivate  interests. 
Don't  skim  the  surface  of  college;  be 
in  depth  about  it."  I would  suggest 
travel  as  one  opportunity,  whether 
it's  to  Washington  to  learn  what  it's 
like  to  be  in  Capitol  Hill  politics  or  to 
France  to  learn  what  it's  like  to  study 
in  the  afternoon  at  the  Musee  D'Orsay. 

The  four  college  years  are  a god- 
send. It's  important  to  make  the  very 
best  of  this  time  by  becoming  deeply 
involved.  During  my  Pine  Manor 
years,  I became  closest  to  the  French 
language,  politics  and,  perhaps  most 
importantly,  to  myself.  As  my  mentors 
advised,  I've  used  a good  liberal  arts 
education  to  train  my  mind  to  tackle 
different  experiences.  My  main  goal 
was  to  get  work  experience  in  TV  and 
to  study  what  interested  me.  Pine 
Manor  helped  me  achieve  a great  bal- 
ance between  my  career  ambitions 
and  my  educational  goals.  A

Notes  on  a Trip 
to  Eastern  Europe 

by  Vera  Kreilkamp,  Ph.D. 


In  July  1989,  supported  by  Pine 
Manor's  Faculty  Development  Fund, 
Professor  of  English  Vera  Kreilkamp 
traveled  to  the  Annual  Conference  of  the 
International  Society  for  the  Study  of 
Anglo-Irish  Literature  in  Debrecen, 
Hungary,  to  present  a paper  on  Irish 
women  writers  and  post-colonial  fiction. 
Kreilkamp  also  took  the  opportunity  to 
explore  some  of  Eastern  Europe  and  shares 
some  of  her  observations  here. 


Prague:  Silent  Baroque  Splendor 

My  husband,  Tom,  and  I en- 
tered Eastern  Europe  by 
flying  to  Prague  on  a shaky 
Russian  airplane  from  Frankfurt.  We 
quickly  learned  that  Eastern  European 
notions  of  service  were  different  from 
those  of  the  West.  Plates  of  sausage, 
hard  rolls  and  endless  glasses  of  beer 
served  by  burly  stewards,  who  seemed 
most  interested  in  completing  their 
chores  quickly,  comprised  our  airline 
snacks. 

Prague  was  an  unreal  city,  a stage 
set  of  baroque  splendor,  empty  of  all 
traces  of  the  modern  world.  In  walks 
around  the  old  city,  I thought  of  Paris 
as  it  might  have  been,  perhaps,  200 
years  ago:  a Paris  more  baroque  than 
nineteenth  century,  filled  with  build- 
ing surmounted  by  statues  erupting 
from  architectural  facades.  At  night, 
they  created  the  illusion  of  mysteri- 
ous rows  of  people  parading  across 
the  tops  of  the  buildings. 

The  city  was  achingly  beautiful, 
with  a still  splendor  suggesting  the 
failure  of  the  country  to  provide  the 
modern  comforts  which  defile  most 
urban  centers.  Prague  has  virtually 
no  cars,  no  television  antennas,  no 
plastic  or  paper  debris  on  the  ground, 
not  even  many  bicycles.  Without  con- 
sumer goods  or  fast  foods,  there  was 
no  trash;  the  absence  of  automobiles 
created  a silent  and  unpolluted  world 


of  perfectly  preserved  squares  and 
narrow,  empty  streets  surrounded  by 
architectural  masterpieces. 

Increasing  political  repression 
since  Soviet  Glasnost  discouraged  in- 
formal conversation  between  citizens 
and  tourists.  Our  major  contact  with 
the  Czech  people  was  through  mer- 
chants in  "hard  currency"  (Western 
money).  At  every  street  corner,  hotel 
or  restaurant,  we  were  asked  to  ex- 
change American  money  for  many 
times  the  official  rate.  If  we  demurred, 
these  men  told  us  that  without 
American  dollars,  they  could  never 
visit  another  country  or  buy  an  elec- 
tric appliance  in  a government  store 
that  would  accept  only  hard  currency.

For  a Western  visitor  to  Czechoslova- 
kia, life  can  seem  a confusing  and 
phantasmagoric  casino  game  where 
the  price  of  chips  is  so  variable  that  i 
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The  Bridges  of  Prague. 


Later  that  day,  we  visited  Prague's 
medieval  Jewish  cemetery  and  the  old 
Jewish  Museum  expanded  by  Hitler 
to  display  relics  of  a "decadent  cul- 
ture." On  view  were  drawings  by 
Czech  children  who  had  died  in  the 
nearby  concentration  camp  of  Terezin 
or  later  in  Auschwitz.  The  exhibition 
subtly  used  the  tragedy  of  victims  of 
the  Nazi  occupation— Jews,  Slavs  and 
Gypsies— to  celebrate  the  liberation 
of  the  camp  by  the  Soviets. 

I asked  some  questions  about 
the  drawings,  and  a young  woman 
studying  English  literature  hesitantly 
began  to  explain  the  extermination  of 
900,000  Jews  in  Czechoslovakia.  She 
seemed  surprised  that  a Westerner 
knew  as  much  of  the  Holocaust  as 
she  did.  Her  conversation  with  me  in 
the  public  museum  filled  with  local 
people,  including  uniformed  soldiers, 
was  tentative  at  best.  After  speaking  a 
few  moments,  she  would  disappear, 
only  to  reappear  later.  "How  many 
Jews  are  left  in  Czechoslovakia?"  I 
asked  her.  "Only  a few,  and  they  are 


calculating  the  real  value  of  anything 
is  impossible.  I felt  if  I were  to  return 
to  an  Eastern-bloc  country,  I should 
go  with  rolls  of  dollar  bills  for  meals 
and  cab  rides— and  thus  give  my  cur- 
rency to  the  people  themselves,  rather 
than  to  the  state  or  to  black-market 
profiteers. 

The  contrast  between  the  extraor- 
dinary beauty  of  Prague  and  a repres- 
sive political  state  creates  strange 


contradictions.  Open  prostitution 
aimed  at  foreign  businessmen  in  lux- 
urious, government-run  hotels  exists 
beside  austere  communist  life.  Ordi- 
nary shop  windows  are  bleak  while 
hotel  shops  sell  Nina  Ricci  perfume 
for  hard  currency.  On  Sunday,  we 
came  upon  a Mass  being  celebrated 
by  the  Bishop  of  Cork  in  honor  of  the 
92nd  birthday  of  the  local  cardinal. 
When  the  Irish  bishop  asked  the  peo- 
ple to  sing  their  country's  national  an- 
them for  him,  they  refused,  choosing 
instead  to  sing  the  American  spiritual 
"Give  Me  That  Old  Time  Religion."  A 
church  official  told  us  of  the  difficul- 
ties Catholics  have  in  meeting  together 
and  of  the  small  number  of  priests 
available  to  the  population.

silent,"  she  said.  Still  later,  she  re- 
turned, and  in  a soft  voice  told  me  that 
in  her  country  Jews  are  not,  as  they 
are  in  Russia,  so  designated  on  their 
papers.  "We  do  not  count  people  by 
their  religion  or  race,"  she  explained. 

Vienna:  A Cosmopolitan  Surface 

Negotiating  our  train  tickets  from 
Prague  to  Vienna  took  a whole  morn- 
ing and  introduced  us  to  the  trials  of 
a Soviet  bureaucratic  system.  Each  line 
in  the  tourism  office  and  the  railroad 
station  involved  multiple  forms  and 
interminable  passport  and  visa  checks. 
Our  passage  across  the  Czech/Austri- 
an border  was  marked  by  barbed  wire 
fences,  guard  towers  and  an  inspec- 
tion of  the  space  beneath  the  seats. 
Once  in  Austria,  we  found  another 
civilization.  Suddenly,  small  swim- 
ming pools  and  gardens  filled  with 
flowers  appeared  beside  tile-roofed 
stucco  houses.  The  absence  or  pres- 
ence of  flowers  came  to  suggest,  for 
me,  the  absence  or  presence  of  psy- 
chological well-being  in  Eastern 
Europe. 

Compared  to  Prague,  Vienna  is  a 
modern,  cosmopolitan  city.  Blinking 


& 


lights  advertise  international  products, 
compromising  architectural  beauty; 
tourists  and  automobiles  clog  the 
small  streets  in  this  city  of  monumen- 
tal palaces  of  the  Austro-Hungarian 
Empire.  Renovation  and  repair  an- 
nounced by  sledge  hammers  and 
drills  woke  us  daily.  Cars  and  trams 
rushing  down  the  nineteenth-century 
Ringstrasse  made  crossing  streets 
precarious.  We  used  the  modern 
"U-bahn"  or  subway  system,  which 
made  Boston's  "T"  seem  ludicrously 
antiquated.  We  had  reentered  the 
modern  world. 

But  for  all  its  elegance  and  wealth, 
Vienna  seemed  finally  to  be  a provin- 
cial city,  especially  as  I read  Carl 
Schorske's  Fin  de  Siecle  Vienna.  This 
study  of  Austrian  culture  describes 
the  Viennese  intellectual  and  artistic 
class  at  the  turn  of  the  century.  Unlike 
New  York,  London  or  Paris,  which 
strike  me  as  still  vibrant  cultural 
centers,  Vienna's  greatest  achieve- 
ments seem  to  lie  in  the  past,  when 
painters  like  Klimt,  Kokoschka  and 
Schiele,  great  thinkers  like  Freud, 
and  the  architect  and  city  planner 
Otto  Wagner  explored  new  forms  of 
modern  consciousness. 

There  were  few  movie  houses  in 
the  city,  but  music  was  everywhere— 
in  the  churches,  concert  halls  and 
opera  houses— and  in  the  huge  recep- 
tion rooms  of  the  endless  palaces.  We 
rested  from  walks  about  the  city  and 
caught  up  on  news  in  Vienna's  famous 
coffee  houses,  which  provide  copies 
of  local  and  international  newspapers 
and  encourage  patrons  to  linger  for 
hours.  My  favorite  was  the  Cafe  Cen- 
tral, perhaps  because  one  guidebook 
reported  that  Lenin  and  Trotsky 
planned  the  Russian  Revolution  there. 

For  all  its  pleasures,  Vienna  is  not 
an  inviting  city  for  everyone.  Viennese 
friends  spoke  of  anti-semitism  un- 
leashed by  the  Waldheim  controversy. 
They  described  Austria  as  a country 


not  yet  recovered  from  the  decimation 
of  its  intellectual  life  by  the  annihila- 
tion of  the  Jewish  community  in  World 
War  II  and  the  self-exile  of  prominent 
intellectual  leaders.  An  Egyptian  taxi 
driver  studying  psychology  at  the 
University  spoke  to  us  of  the  xeno- 
phobia of  the  Viennese,  of  his  diffi- 
culties in  finding  living  quarters  and 
being  accepted  in  a country  which 
imports  third  world  people  to  do 
menial  tasks.  He  told  us  that  many 
people  pointedly  insist  on  an  Austrian 
driver,  "not  one  of  us  foreigners."  For 
him,  traces  of  fascism  still  linger  in 
contemporary  Vienna. 

Budapest  and  Beyond 

Our  travel  next  took  us  by  boat 
down  the  Danube  to  Budapest,  a 
city  exploding  with  enthusiasm  for 
America  during  President  Bush's  visit 
to  Hungary.  Two  weeks  before  our 
arrival,  thousands  of  Hungarians  had 
celebrated  the  reburial  of  Imre  Nagy, 
the  rehabilitated  head  of  state  mur- 
dered during  the  1956  uprising. 

With  the  temperature  well  above 
100  degrees,  we  boarded  a train  in 
Budapest  for  Debrecen,  a city  situated 
on  the  great  plains  which  mark  the 
beginning  of  the  Siberian  steppes, 
and  my  conference  on  Anglo-Irish 
literature.  From  the  train,  we  saw  a 
vast,  flat  land,  heavily  farmed  in 
places,  but  with  communities  of  ugly 
cement  block  buildings  near  factories 
spewing  black  smoke. 

Debregen,  the  site  of  a major 
Hungarian  university,  is  a bleak  in- 
dustrial city.  Luckily  for  the  wilting 
conference  members,  a huge  park 
filled  with  thermal  baths  and  swim- 
ming pools  abutted  the  host  universi- 
ty. As  the  temperature  climbed,  more 
and  more  of  the  150  delegates  found 
themselves  conferring  in  the  baths. 

We  were  a truly  international 
group— Egyptians,  Lebanese,  Swedes, 


Poles,  East  and  West  Germans, 
French,  Italians,  Greeks,  Yugoslavs, 
Finns,  Indians,  Japanese,  Koreans, 
Hungarians,  Austrians,  Canadians, 
Australians,  Americans,  and,  of 
course,  Irish— all  speaking  English 
and  all  intensely  interested  not  only 
in  the  literary  matters  we  had  come  to 
discuss,  but  in  the  political  changes 
which  were  transforming  Eastern 
Europe. 

A Polish  delegate,  chair  of  her 
literary  institute,  told  me  that  her  ex- 
hilaration about  Solidarity's  electoral 
victory  was  tempered  by  her  anxiety 
about  economic  breakdown.  After 
each  day  of  teaching,  she  stood  in 
long  lines  for  meat,  which  was  often 
unavailable.  With  memories  of  Hun- 
gary in  1956  and  Czechoslovakia  in 
1968,  Poles  and  other  Eastern  Europe- 
ans were  watching  Gorbachev's  pro- 
gress with  intense  concern,  knowing 
that  a hard-line  Stalinist  system  waited 
to  pounce  should  he  falter.  One 
Czechoslovakian  professor  could  buy 
only  two  books  in  her  field  a year; 
journals,  if  available,  were  passed 


from  one  teacher  to  another.  My  own 
academic  life,  with  access  to  one  of 
the  world's  great  academic  libraries  at 
Harvard,  suddenly  seemed  luxurious, 
even  indulgent. 

When  I gave  my  paper,  one  of  my 
two  subjects,  Irish  author  Jennifer 
Johnston,  was  attending  the  session. 
Praying  that  she  would  not  be  of- 
fended by  my  designation  of  her  as  a 
masterful  creator  of  "matriarchal 
monsters"  and  weak,  emasculated 
men,  I plunged  ahead.  Later  the 
author  told  me  of  her  own  monstrous 
mother  as  I scribbled  notes.  She 
promised  to  come  to  Pine  Manor  if 
she  visits  Boston. 

Our  Hungarian  hosts  were  extra- 
ordinarily hospitable,  providing  huge 
meals  of  heavy,  gravy-laden  goulash 
and  meat-filled  pancakes,  no  matter 
how  hot  the  weather.  Russian  caviar 
was  a common  first  course,  and  we 
drank  glassfuls  of  Hungarian  Bull 
Blood  wine.  Touring  the  great  plains 
in  covered  wagons,  we  saw  Magyar 
cowboys,  buffalo  and  sheep.  Some 
delegates  rode  Arabian  stallions  with 


unbuckled  saddles  thrown  over  their 
backs.  I watched  and  patted  the  colts. 

Our  real  rest  from  the  intense  heat, 
panel  discussions  and  late  night  talks 
came  in  the  thermal  baths,  as  we 
floated  in  dark,  warm  mineral  water. 
Here  we  came  to  know  something  of 
the  people  of  Debrecen— the  slim, 
high-cheekboned  young  people  div- 
ing and  cavorting  in  the  swimming 
pools  and  the  more  amply  propor- 
tioned middle-aged  and  old  folk 
floating  quietly  in  the  warm,  spring- 
fed  baths. 

Before  flying  home  from  Budapest, 
we  spent  four  days  wandering 
through  that  city  which  seemed— 
after  Prague  or  Debrecen— prosperous 
and  Western,  with  well-stocked 
shops  and  restaurants.  Flowers  ap- 
peared everywhere;  driving  during 
rush  hour  was  arduous.  Western 
newspapers  were  available,  and  we 
could  find  Western  channels  on  our 
television.  Air  pollution,  though,  was 
striking.  Budapest,  like  the  rest  of 
Hungary,  was  surrounded  by  a grey 
haze  of  thick,  dirty  air,  the  product  of 
diesel  fuel,  belching  factory  chimneys, 
and  incessant  smoking.  The  price  of 
industrialization  was  written  over  the 
environment. 

In  striking  contrast  to  the  reticent 
Czechoslovakians,  Hungarians  dis- 
cuss their  anti-Soviet  feelings  openly. 
Repeatedly,  we  were  told  that  Russian, 
the  required  language  in  primary  and 
secondary  school,  had  just  been 
demoted  from  a position  of  superiori- 
ty. Now  schools  offer  a choice— 
English,  German,  French  or  Russian— 
rather  than  the  language  which  no 
one  would  learn.  People  laughed 
when  we  assumed  that  they  spoke 
Russian  and  told  us  of  their  efforts  to 
learn  English  or  German  through  lan- 
guage tapes.  A psychoanalyst  we  met 
commented  on  the  national  refusal  to 
speak  Russian:  he  noted  the  power  of 
psychological  resistance  to  an  oppres- 
sor, comparing  its  strength  to  the 
tanks  which  had  crushed  any  possi- 
bility of  physical  rebellion  in  1956. 

When  we  arrived  home  on  a most 
unshaky  Swissair  flight  to  a lush  and 
cool  Boston  summer  afternoon,  I felt 
that  I had  traveled  over  more  than 
miles.  I was  grateful  that  Pine  Manor 
had  given  me  the  chance  to  see  an- 
other world— and  happy  to  be  home.  A
